DEFUTATION TO MINISTER OF MARKETING :- In view of the fact that the 
nister had made a public announcement concerning an increased price 
for bulk honey supplied to the Internal Marketing Division, 
subsequent to arrangements having been mad@ for the Executive to meet 
the Minister on the 25th. instant, the necessity or otherwise of now 
meeting the Minister was then discussed, following which it was 
moved by Mr. Gordon, seconded by Mr. Pearson, “that this Executive 
of the National Beekeepers' Association of New Zealand Incorporated 
expresses its surprise and further,wishes to register its protest 
against the action of the Minister in making a public announcement 
concerning honey prices as the result of representations by the 
Suppliers' Association, through his officers, when our organisation 
had been pressing his predecessor for an increase for the past three 
years and having in mind the fact that the Minister already had 
correspondence on the matter before him from the National Association." 
The motion was carried, Mr. Barber voting against. It was thereupon 
decided that the appointment with the Minister be cancelled. 


The desirability of endeavouring to secure a general 
increase in the price for retail-pack honey was then discussed, but 
a survey of the position resulted in a general agreement not to take 
any action in the matter. 


EXPULSION OF MEMBER :- A letter was read from the Hawkes Bay 
Branch urging the expulsion of a Direct Member (Mr. J. J. C. Ashcroft) 
Mr. Gordon (President of the Branch) explained the full 
circumstances leading up to the request and the Secretary read a 
statement from Mr. Ashcroft and also from Mr. J. H. Milne of the 
Hawkes Bey Brench of the Fruitgrowers' Association. 


Members did not consider that the facts 
warranted expulsion, but it was moved by Mr. Barber, seconded by 
Mr. Box “that this Executive expresses its regret that a Beekeeper 
should act in a spirit contrary to the interests of the Beekeepers 
in the District as a whole." The motion was carried. 


INSURANCE OF APTARTES :- The Secretary gave details of the 
investigations made concerning the terms and premiums 
payable in respect of the Public Liability Policy held with Lloyds 
and read correspondence dealing with the matter from both N.Z. 
Co-operative Dairy Co. Ltd., and the New Zealand Insurance Co. Ltd., 
Following a general discussion, it was resolved on the motion of 
Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. Gordon "thet the Public Liability 
cover at present held by Lloyds be transferred on due date to the 
New Zealand Insurance Co. Ltd., on the basis quoted by that 
Company, with a proviso that the renewal of the risk be not 
declined for a*period of ten years." 


EXPENSES OF DUNEDIN MUETING :- The Secretary explained his 
reasons for withholding payment of an amount of £2 -8/- expended 
«by Mr. Mc.Fadzien in connection with the meeting held in Dunedin 
on the 14th. November, 1946. Both Mr. Mc.Fadzien and Mr., Field 
gave explanations regarding the calling of the meeting after which 
it was resolved on the motion of Mr. Barber, seconded by Mr. Gordon 
"that Mr. Mc.Fadzien be paid the amount of the account". 


That 1 200 OF BRANCH MINUTE BOOKS :- The Secretary reported 

that in accordance with the decision of last Conference he had 
written to the Secretaries of both the South Auckland and Auckland 
Central Brenches instructing them to forward their Branch Minute 
Books per registered mail. Although several letters had been 
sent to the Auckland Central Branch no reply had been received and 
the Minute Book had not come to hand. Mr. Barber personally 
brought the South Auckland Minute Book to the meeting and after 
reading the minutes of a meeting of the Branch held on the 15th. 
September, 1943 explained in detail the events leading up to the 
formation of the Suppliers! Association. Mr. Barber also 
intimated that the Minute Book was open for inspection by members 
of the Executive if they wished to peruse it further. Resolved 
on the motion of Mr. Box, seconded by Mr. Gordon, "that the 
Executive after examining the Mimte Book of the South Auckland 
Branch are satisfied that the Branch had adopted the correct 
proceedure and furthermore that the Branch had no part in the 
activities of ii.

individual members to comment in reply through the Journal." This 
motion was also carried. 


LIFE MEMBERS;- Letters to and from Mr, J. Rentoul re his election 
as a Life Member were read and the Secretary suggested that a suitable 
form of Certificate of Life Membership should be adopted by the 
Association for presentation to recipients as a tangible form of 
recognition of the honour. Resolved on the motion of Mr. Mc.Fadzien, 
seconded by Ur. Box "that steps be taken to procure suitable 
Certificates of Life Membership for presentation to members so 
appointed", The matter of obtaining Certificates was left in the 
hands of the General Secretary. 


A letter was read from the South Auckland

HONEY PRICES :- Two letters were read from Mr. A. Mawhinney dealing 
with an application he had made to the Price Tribunal. Decided to 
advise Mr. Mawhinney that the Executive was doing all that was 
possible to improve the position. 


PROVISIONS OF THE FACTORIES ACT :- This matter was introduced by 

Hr. Barber who asked for a Taling from the Executive on the necessity 

or otherwise of honey houses being registered under the Act. The 
Secretary said that the wording of the Factories Act 1921-22 — 


(Section 2 Clause C) was fairly clear and that he had recently 
advised a member in Timaru to register his honey house in accordance 
with the demand made upon him by the Inspector of Factories in thet 
area. Members felt however that Honey Houses should be treated 
like Cow Sheds and be exempt from the provisions of the Act. The 
matter was left in the hands of the President to discuss with the 
Chief Apiary Instructor. 


OF CONFE: E — A letter from the Manawatu Branch requested 
that this years Conference be held in Palmerston North. Owing to 
the unsuitable time of train arrivals in Palmerston North the 
suggestion did not find favour and it was resolved on the motion of 
Mr. Pearson, seconded by Mr. Box "that Conference this year be held 
in Wellington, the Executive to meet on Tuesday, with Conference 
on the Wednesdey, Thursday and Friday, early in July."

He pointed out 
that a very great amount of time and thought had been put into the 
framing of the new Constitution with the express idea of avoiding the 
necessity for constant revision. He urged members to give very careful 
consideration in future, regarding suggested amendments and in doing so, 
referred also to the amount of work and expense involved in arranging 
for a Special General Meeting to consider amendments to the Rules.

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MINUTES OF A SPECIAL MEETING OF THE GENERAL EXECUTIVE, HELD IN 
THE EMPIRE HOTEL, WELLINGTON, on FRIDAY, 4TH. JULY, 1947 AT 4-45 P.M. 


PRESENT :- Messrs. B. 4. Field (President) E. D. Williams, (Vice-President) 
J. R. Barber, J. Mc.Fadzien, E. J. Kirk, T. E. Pearson and the 
General Secretary (Mr. G. V. Fraser). 


Mr. W. J. Lennon (Editor of "The N.Z. 
Beekeeper") was also in attendance. 


BANK AUTHORITY :- Resolved on the motion of Mr. Mc.Fadzien, seconded 
y Mr. Pearson that the usual Bank Authority (attached) be completed. ee 


SUGAR FOR BEE-FEEDING :- This matter was briefly discussed when it was 
decided to take no further action until the Minister's reply to the en 
Secretary's latest letter was received. It was agreed however that 

failing a satisfactory reply, a personal approach be made to the Minister ` 
regarding the submissions already put forward. If further progress 

could still not be made from this appeal, members favoured an approach 

from a price increase angle.

ING :- In referring to the Conference decisions, Mr. Barber 
1 sted the need for a common approach to the matter. Following a 
general discussion, it was resolved on the motion of Mr. Barber, seconded 
by the President, "that this Association is prepared to assist the 
T. M. D. to procure supplies of honey and will do so on an assurance being 
received that fifty per cent. of the total honey supplied will be 
exported to Great Britain, the balance to be distributed to essential 
services in liew Zealand, Further, that in order to secure the supply, 
the TI. k. D. be requested to indicate that a minimum price of 103d. per 
lb. will be paid." 


It was further decided that the Secretary 
should write to the Director of the I. M. D. stating that the Executive's 
immediate object is to secure a minimum supply to the Division of 200 
tons and at the same time to express the wish to have the Honeyoon 
pack replace the existing I. K. D. pack at the earliest practicable date. 


EDITORSHIP OF JOURNAL :- ‘The Secretary reported that after a discussion 
* F. mon, he à agreed to take over the compiling of the Members“ 
Mailing List for the Printer. Ur. Lennon said that this would relieve 
him of a vast amount of the clerical work and he was therefore quite 
prepared to continue the Editorship, providing the question of Editorials 
was cleared up. It was thereupon agreed that Mr. Lennon should continue 
with the Editorials and members agreed to send in articles to the Editor. 


MID-YEAR MEETING ;- The advisability of altering the practice of holding 
mid-year meetings in February was mentioned by Mr. Pearson, who suggested 
that the date be made as late as the middle of March. 


Mr. Williams said that the latter part of 
September would be preferable from his point of view. 
The President pointed out that the holding of a 


meeting in September would depend upon the amount of business which had 
come forward by that date. f

Walsh, Apiary Instructor of auckland, 
wrote stating that a book impor ter of Aucklend was prepared to import 
1000 copies of Root's ABC- of Bee Culture from America which he was 
prepared to sell to Beekeepers at a cost of £1 per copy, provided the 
Association would support his application for an Import License. The 
Secretary read a copy of his reply to Mr. Walsh, stating that the matter 
was one for consideration by the Executive. Decided to advise Mr. Walsh 
that the Executive was not in favour of giving preference to any one 
individual for the purpose of securing copies of the book from America, 
as’ Beekeepers may secure copies direct if they so desire. 


DUNEDIN CON. CE : he Secretary reported having reserved the use of 
the R. 8. 4. Hall in Dunedin for the 1948 Conference but stated that as yet 
he had not been able to secure the necessary hotel accomodation. It was 
agreed that Mr. Mc.Padzien should make further enauiries on his return to 
Dunedin and that the matter be held over in the meantime. 


LIFE MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES ; The Beynon Printing Co., wrote 
submitting two sample copies of Certificates as drafted by the Secretary 
ané quoted a price of 23 -5/- plus 20 per cent. Sales Tax for 100 copies. 

Decided to order 100 Copies with the Bee design in the upper 
position coloured the same as on the Journal cover if possible. 

Concerning life Membership, Mr. A.H. Davies of Whangarei 
wrote expressing his thanks to members for the honour conferred upon him 
at the last Conference. 4

HIVE MATS : N.Z. Woolpack & Textiles Itä., wrote stating that the 
quantity of material available for hive mats had dwindled until it was 
now not much more than sufficient for 1 bale of mats per month. To use 
new cloth for mats on todays costs would necessitate charging bd. per 
mat, as against 14d. per mat previously charged. ` k 

Decided to reply stating that a selvedge edge on the mats 
woulé be a great improvement but that it was not considered that the mats 
would be saleable at Sd. each. 


I.M-D. & JOURNAL ne President read a letter he hað received from 

Mr. Stoupe, complaining of the action of the Editor of the Journal in 
publishing copies of correspondence which hað passed between them in 
regard to the allocation of supplies for the coming season. Mr. Field 
also read a copy of his letter in reply to Mr. Stoupe. The Executive 
approved of the President's reply to Mr. Stoupe and it was decided to 
send copies of the correspondence to Mr. Lennon, stating that it was 
considered that he had been a little indiscreet and expressing the hope 
that such action would not be repeated. £ 


ERICE INCREASE : Correspondence to and from the Price Investigation

SUBSIDY ON SUGAR : Three letters in reply were read from the Minister 

of Agriculture, dated Zr. July, 29th. August and lst. October respectively, 
in regard to repeated requests for reconsideration of the decision not 

to re-introduce the subsidy on sugar for bee feed. The last mentioned 
letter stated that the matter had been further discussed with the Prime 
Minister, but in view of the Government's announced stabilisation policy 

no action could be taken to restore the subsidy to Beekeepers. 


CONFERENCE DECISIONS : Letters in this connection were réad as followsS:-

POLLEN SUPPLEMENTS : Mr. T. 8. Winter, Chief Apiary Instructor, writing 
in reply under dated of 14th. October gave the sources of supply of 

Soya Bean Flour and Brufax Yeast and enclosed a copy of Mr. Palmer-Jone's 
article on the use etc. of these supplements. 


The Secretary reported having received a telephone 
communication from Mr. Murray of the Dominion Compressed Yeast Co., 
Auckland, quoting supplies of finely-ground yeast at 3/ 4d. per lb. 
particulars of which were to be advertised in the Journal. 


D. D. Z. ORCHARD SPRAY : The Director of the Horticultre Division, 
writing on the 18th. August reported that further tests carried out 
confirmed the results of previous tests which showed that provided the 
trees are not sprayed when blossoms are on the trees, there is no danger 
to honey bees from the use of this spray. 


DISPOSAL OF CORRESPONDENCE : Resolved on the motion of Mr. Barber, 
seconded by Mr. Pearson "that the outward correspondence be approved and 
the inward received." 


ADJOURNMENT : After a general preliminary discussion on questions 
relating to Price Increases and the setting-up of a Marketing Council, 
the meeting adjourned at 6-15 p.m. 


RESUMPETON ; The meeting resumed at 9-15 a.m. on Tuesday the 218 t. 
October, all members being present. 


PRICE INCREASE ; The basis of discussion on this subject centred round 


a statement of production costs presented by Mr. Barber, as compared with 
the statement previously prepared by the Department of agriculture, 
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coupled with a suggestion that Mr. Honeyfield may be prepared to 
present a case direct to the Stabilisation Commission and sponsored 
jointly by the Nationa] Association and the Honey Suppliers Association. 
It was agreed that the item of wages as shown on Mr. Barbers statement 
should be amended to provide for a full-time assistant to a man operating 
450 hives, as it was impossible to retain the services of a man or youth 
on a part-time basis at the present time. After a general discussion 
on increased sugar costs and other items listed, it was decided to 
adopt the suggestion to by-pass the Price Tribunal and in this respect 
it was agreed to write to the Price Controller stating that consideration 
was now being given to the question of having a joint case prepared on 
behalf of the National Association and the Honey Suppliers' Association. 
Resolved on the motion of Mr. Pearson, seconded by 
Mr. Kirk, "that Mr. Fielé be appointed from this Association to work with 
Mr. Holt in contacting Mr. Honeyfield immediately, with a view to 
presenting a joint case to the Stabilisation Commission for an increase 
in the price of honey."

HONEY MARKETING COUNCIL : This matter was fully discussed in the light 
of the Minister's action in calling together representatives of the 
National Association, Honey Suppliers’ Association and the I. K. P. and 
also taking into account the views of me Suppliers! Association as 
reported upon by Mr. Barber. Following the discussion, the President 
remarked that there was a substantial measure of agreement in the views 
of the two Associations and the formation of a Marketing Council was 
agreed upon, _ endeavours to be made to secure a body of three producer 
and two 8 representatives. 


BASIS OF VOTING : Decided to urge that voting be on the lines already 
suggested to the Minister, with holders of from 30to 60 hives two votes, 
with one additional vote for each additional 30 hives up to a maximum 

of 450 hwes. Owing to the small amount of honey supplied to the 
Division during the past two years, it was agreed that candidates 
eligible for the first election should be those producers who had supplied 
one ton of honey to the I. H. D. in any one year of voluntary supply. 


With reference to the Special Meeting callee by the 
Minister, it was unanimously agreed that Mr. Williams should be the 
Association's second representative. 


TRUST FUND : Resolved on the motion of the President, seconded by 
Mr. Williams, "that the sum of 210 be transferred this year from the. 
Trust Fund to the General Account." 


This concluded the business of the meeting which then 
terminated, with the President expressing his thanks to members for their 
attendsnce, the time being 12-35 p.m.
